Scoutine "Armored Trains Taken 


From the Hrjtish 


. Bstcourt, .Nat-Si,;'Nov. .17.—An,- ar- 
mored train running from here north 
along the railroad-was'ambushed by a 
strong force -o£ Boers near Frere Sta- 
tion, between Ennersdale and Chieve- 
ley, and a severe blow was inflicted 
on the British force. As far as can be 
ascertained three men were . killed, 
twenty-six wounded, and the number 
of prisoners .and missing is variously 
estimated from fifty to 150. 


Nothing was seen, of the enemy on 


the outward trip, but before the train 
returned the Boers had damaged the 
track in the rear in such a manner 
that, the cars were overturned. 
The 


Boers had -placed guns in position on 
this exact spot, and opened fire at 
close range 
the .moment the cars 


toppled over. 


A naval seven-pounder, the only gun 


aboard the -train, responded, but only 
fired three shots, when the enemy's 
heavy artillery shattered it. 


The Dublin fusileers and the Durban 


.infantry, 
who 
manned 
the 
train, 


formed in skirmishing order and main- 
tained a rifle fire, but were opposed 
by an 
overwhelming'- force, 
which 


poured shell and rifle volleys into them. 


The British officers showed coolness, 


and they were ably seconded by Win- 
ston Churchill, correspondent of the. 
London Daily Mail (son of Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill, formerly Miss Jerome 
of New York), who behaved with great 
gallantry in carrying the wounded off 
the field under a -heavy fire. 


Churchill is said to • have

bravely, and all ^survivors praise him..

vaal—Queers Grandson Among Them.

The best blood of England has been 


sent to South Africa. Some of it may 
be shed before the Boers are beaten. 
Many noble families, from that of 
<2ueen Victoria herself.clown to those 
of minor peers of the realm,'are repre- 
sented at the front. Lords, earls, dukes 
and knights of long lineage are leading 
the imperial troops In battle agaiust 
the democratic burghers of the Trans- 
vaal.

The queen's own grandson, the dash- 


Ing young Prince Christian Victor of 
Schleswig-Holsteiu, is off again to the 
wars, having accepted a staff appoint- 


t ment. 
The Duke of Connaught, the 


queen's third sou, was anxious to go

and might have done so had it not been 
for the firm opposition of that grim old 
bulldog, Sir Reavers Buller. . 


The duke first applied to the general 


for a place, and Sir Redvurs politely.re- 
fused, at the same time urging him to 
give up the project. 


But the .duke was in earnest. 
He 


•went to his imperial mother and pre- 
vailed upon her to ask Sir Redvers. 
Most men would have yielded at this, 
for the sovereign seldom asks a-favor 
in vain. The general, however, was 
equal to tbe. occasion. 


"Your majesty," he said, "has many 


gallant officers, but only three sons. 
Keep them at home." 


Victoria was silenced by this argu- 


ment and told the duke that it could 
not be. That is why tbe brother of 
the Prince of Wales is not at the front, 
a mark for Boor sharpshooters. 


Years ago tbe pet troops of London, 


Known as the Household brigade, Jived 
«p to their name. 
They spent their

But this has all been changed.
